The Radio Commission is to have

FOR SCIENCE 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Of what. particular value are hogs 
except to produce our ham and 
bacon? Why are they experimented 
upon, and why is such care taken in 
procuring of accurate experimental 
data? The answer to these and other 
questions may be derived, and a 
greater “and clearer realization of 
the importance of the swine industry 
ascertained by a Visit to the Central 
Experimental Farm and a survey of 
the work being’’cafried on ‘thete by 
the Animal Husbandry Division. 

Experts in jivestock are not only 
guiding the work in the production of 
Swine, but are producing more and 
cheaper pork. From their experience 
gained in actual experiments, they 
are enabled to advise the farmers 
throughout Canada how to make the 
same equivalent savings, 

The swine herd consists of pure 
bred Yorkshires and Berkshires. By 
the introduction of new sires from 
time to time, supplemented with rigid 
selection and culling, a herd of high 
Standard hag been developed, From 
this herd, breeding stock is dissemin- 
ated. to other Experimental Farms 
throughout Canada and to the swine 
breeders and farmers of Hastern Cau 
ada. 

Experimental and research studies 
absorb a large percentage of the pigs 
raised. Work is being carried on in 
testing the relative nutritional value 
of various individual feeds and in the 
compounding of suitable meal mix- 
ture for pigs of various ages. Mix- 
tures are tried out, and if found suit 
able, they are published in pamphlet 
form, and are widely distributed to 
Canadian farmers, Such distribution 
of valuable feeding information rais- 
es the standard of production, im- 
proves feeding practices and most 
important of all-lowers the cost of 
pork production for the individual 
farmer, 

Another line of work on accessory 
feeds deserves some comment. Cod 
liver oil, pilchard oil, mineral feeds, 
etc., are being tried out in an experi- 
mental way, and their value deter- 
mined in swine feeding. These supp- 
lements to ordinary feeding have only 
of late come into prominericé“as live-
